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BEAVER DAM ROAD TO TULLYTOWN 
State To Widen Route 13 To 6 Lanes

ment has engaged a Harrisburg 
engineering consultant firm to 
'prepare final designs for the 
widening of 2.3 miles of Route 
13 from its present four lanes to 
six lanes, 
the 
Courier-Times 
learned today. 
The widening project, from 


Beaver Dam Road, at O’Boyle’s 
Restaurant, to Tullytown, is ex­ 
pected to cost $1,200,000. 
The contract, awarded to the 
firm of Erdman, Anthony and 
Associates, 
Inc. 
calls 
for an 
engineering cost of $65,000. 
Increased Traffic 
A spokesman for the engi­ 
neering 
firm 
said 
increased 
traffic on Route 13, plus antici­ 
pated future traffic, will require 


the additional lanes because the 
highway is being used increas­ 
ingly more by motorists travel­ 
ing to and from Philadelphia. 
The spokesman said eventual­ 
ly it will be necessary to im­ 
prove Beaver Dam 
Road so 
that traffic may have easy ac­ 
cess to Bristol without having 
to go by way of the underpass 
at Route 413, often traffic-snarl­ 
ed. 


The Bristol Pike widening is 
part of the $12,500,000 to be 
spent on highway projects in 
Bucks County this year, as dis­ 
closed Thursday during 
Gov. 
William W. Scranton’s visit to 
Bucks County for groundbreak­ 
ing ceremonies at Penn War­ 
ner Park, Falls Township, and 
the dedication of the new Bow­ 
man’s Hill Wild Flower P re­ 
serve building. 


The improvements, according 
to the governor, will include re­ 
construction of Route I from 
the 
turnpike 
to 
Woodbourne 
Road, Middletown, with a con­ 
nection to Interstate % (Dela­ 
ware Expressway). The highway 
department expects to receive 
construction bids for the project 
next month, Scranton said. The 
new stretch will be nearly six 
miles long and will cost an 


estimated $5,500,000. 
Other phases of the program 
include improving Street Road 
and County Line Road, more 
than nine miles. 
“ Keeping in mind the need 
for highways to open new av­ 
enues for development” , said 
Scranton, “ we are hurrying the 
design of relocating sections of 
Route 13 and widening the ex­ 
isting highway.
